Electric Bills Soar 
With Temperatures 


An unpleasant side effect of the 
current heat wave has hit Plano. Most 
Texas Power & Light Co. customers 
are receiving higher electric bills this 
summer compared to the same period 
of last year. 
Jim Taylor, local manager of 
TP&L, says that while a portion of the 
increase may be due to the recently 
implemented rate increase; the 
major responsibility for the higher 
electric bill can be attributed to this 
summer’s blistering heat. 
Plano temperatures closely parallel 
those recorded in Dallas by the 
National Weather Service. 
In the first 15 days of July, records 
of the NWS office show high tem­ 
peratures have averaged IOO degrees, 


as compared to the 89 degree average 
for the same period in 1976. 
It was also unseasonably hot in 
June, with a 96 degree average high 
for the month. That is considerably 
above the 90 degree average for the 30 
days of June 1976, records show. 
Even the month of May was con­ 
siderably above normal. High tem­ 
peratures in May averaged 88 
degrees, compared to 79 for the same 
month a year ago. 
It 
is 
no 
surprise 
that 
air­ 
conditioning equipment has been 
working overtime, Taylor said. 
Consequently, use of electricity is up 
considerably. 
Company 
officials 
who 
have 
charted the patterns over the past ten 


years say energy used during the 
periods requiring air-conditioning 
increases about 2.5 to 3 percent for 
each degree Farenheit increase in the 
temperature. 


Given the temperature differences 
of 1977 and 1976, this means some 
residential 
and 
commercial 
customers of TP&L, 
who make 
heaviest use of air-conditioning, could 
experience bills as much as 20 to 25 
percent higher than those for the 
same periods of 1976. Obviously, this 
will vary from customer to customer. 


Taylor reminds customers they can 
do a great deal to minimize the in­ 
crease by keeping thermostats set at 
78 degrees or above.

Some Solons Believe Special Session 
Failure Despite Accomplishments 


AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) — The Texas 
Legislature used needed only ll days 
of a planned 30-day special session to 
approve a $945 million school finance 
bill, force a supreme court justice 
from office, and approve bills dealing 
with nursing home regulation and 
construction of a deepwater offshore 
terminal on the Gulf Coast. 
Still, some lawmakers said the 
session was a failure. 
“I thought we failed miserably,” 
said Rep. Ronald Coleman, D-El 
Paso. “The school finance proposal 
we passed is disequalizing and only 


added more money to keep the 
districts running. 
“Some 
districts 
will 
find 
it 
necessary to raise taxes while many 
wealthy districts will enjoy the 
windfall they received this session. 
The school finance bill was only a 
Band-Aid.” 
\ Gov. Dolph Briscoe announced he 
would sign the bill in ceremonies at I 
p.m. today. 
The governor convened the special 
session July ll to deal only with school 
finance, but permitted lawmakers to 
take up several other issues when the 


SfJb^ol issue was resolved the first 
week 
The House and Senate agreed 
Thursday on the nursing home and 
superport bills, and adjourned the 
session without taking up a proposed 
constitutional amendment deleting a 
requirement that intangible property 
be taxed along with real estate. 
The nursing home bill transfers 
much of the regulatory authority over 
such facilities from the Welfare 
Department to the Department of 
Health Resources, and provides 
criminal penalties for persons who 
abuse nursing home patients and 
those who know of abuses and fail to 
report them. 
“I’m not going to say this legislation 
will completely solve the problem in 
nursing homes, but it did give the 
Department of Health some tools to 
work with and the opportunity to take 
measures against those homes that 
are not providing the kind of care 
expected of them,” said Rep. Mike 
Ezzell, D-Snyder, House sponsor of 
the bill. 
The superport bill authorizes 
creation of a Deepwater Port 
Authority to issue revenue bonds for 
construction of a $750 million port off 
Freeport if private industry efforts to 
build the terminal fail. 
A private consortium of oil com­ 
panies had planned to build the port, 
but three of the major firms have 
withdrawn from the venture because 
of federal restrictions.

Auto Insurance Mused 
Increase Could Be Lessened 


AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) — Auto in­ 
surance rates may be increasing as of 
Nov. I by at least $80 million, but a 
Dallas actuary says he thinks the 
increase can be reduced by adjusting 
the state’s ratesetting formula. 
Charles Edwards told the State 
Insurance Board Thursday the 
pending rate increases could be 
trimmed if the board tightened in­ 
surance company expense allowances 
in the formula. 
Edwards, a private consultant hired 
by the board, recommended the board 
stop allowing companies a set amount 
for expenses and calculate rates using 
actual figures for costs the companies 
incur. 
The state insurance industry wants 
the board to raise auto premiums by 
11.3 per cent — a total of $124 million 
— for private passenger auto premi­ 
ums. The staff of the state board, 
however, has recommended an in­ 
crease of 7.3 per cent — a total of $80 
million. 
The three-member board recessed 
their hearing on the auto rates and 
announced 
it 
would 
consider 
arguments Aug. 2. The rate decided 
upon would go into effect Nov.-1. 


Insurance company representatives 
objected to Edwards’ suggestions for 
revising the rate setting formula 
“My methodology is based on real 
figures in the areas of general ex­ 
penses, 
commissions, 
taxes, 
acquisition expenses, license fees and 


claims adjustment expenses rather 
than the artificial budget that’s been 
used for years,” Edwards said. 
Edwards said he has not completed 
the lengthy calculations needed to see 
what rates would be using actual 
expense figures. 


Texas Beaches Cleared

PORT ARANSAS, Tex. (UPI) - 
The resort beaches have been 
cleaned, the sticky goo which washed 
up earlier this week collected and 
carted away. The Coast Guard, howe­ 
ver, still isn’t sure what it was, or 
where it came from.

KANSAS CITY, Ran. (UPI) — 
“I robbed the Port of Entry Booth 
5A on the Turnpike about 2:30 this 
morning, and I’m quite proud of 
it,” the telephone caller told the 
newspaper reporter, “and I was 
wondering why there w asn’t 
anything in the paper about it.” 
“It was a good clean holdup,” 
the man continued. “I took $1,247 
and a filing cabinet full of per­ 
mits.” 
The reporter in the Kansas City 
Star’s Kansas City, Ran., office 
was joined by a colleague, who 
called the highway patrol while 
the first reporter kept the caller 
on the line. The patrol knew of no 
such robbery, so the reporters 
decided it was a crank call. 
With that assurance, they 
decided to toy with the caller.

“Why do you hold up 
places?” 
A. “Why does anyone hold up 


places. I need the money.” 
Q. “How did you pick out the 
Ports of Entry?” 
A. “Easy picking.” 
Q “Do you hold up places for a 
living, or is it just a hobby?” 
A. “It’s kind of a sideline. I 
work fulltime, also ” 
Q “Where do you work?” 
A. “I’d better not say that.” 
The caller finally was told the 
highway patrol had no such 
robbery report. 
“You check it out further,” the 
caller said. “The Kansas City, 
Ran., police and the FBI are 
investigating I went down to the

Department today (Thursday) 
and got a copy of the police 
report ” 
“You got a copy of the police 
report?

CPR training programs 
which he recommends for 
everyone. 
First, check the victim for 
c o n s c i o u s n e s s

breathing. 
Som etimes 
breathing can be restored by 
simply tilting the head back 
to open the air passageway. 
Foreign matter or dentures 
must be removed from the 
victim’s mouth and throat as 
well. 
If there is no breath, begin 
artificial breathing: 
—Place the right hand 
under the victim’s neck and 
push back on the forehead 
with the heel of the other 
hand to tilt the victim’s head 
far back.

—Blow four quick full 
breaths through the victim’s 
mouth.

Going fishing on your park 
vacation? 
The nearly 300 areas in the 
National Park System were 
set aside because 
they 
contain special, one-of-a- 
kind natural and historical 
resources—not because they 
have good fishing. 
Nevertheless, there is 
fishing in some of the 
parks—in the high mountain 
streams of Yellowstone, the 
shores of Padre Island 
National Seashore, big Lake 
Meredith Recreation Area

Amarillo 
and

Louisiana.

Historical Park? How did 
that little 142-acre area get 
into the same story with two 
million acre Yellowstone, a 
park that is bigger than 
some countries?

Chalmette’s fishermen more 
often rely on big, juicy 
worms to attract catfish and 
other warm water species. 
Superintendent 
Lionel 
Bienvenu said that fishing is 
permitted along the levee 
and at the seawall, an in­ 
teresting sidelight to a visit 
to 
Chalmette 
which 
is 


preserved because it was the 
site of the Battle of New 
Orleans in 1865. 
From the parking area, a 
trail leads to the antebellum 
Beauregard House, which is 
used as a visitor center. 
Upstairs is an auditorium 
where you can view a six 
minute audiovisual program 
that tells about the battle. 
The Beauregard House 
itself is worth the visit. Quiet 
and serene, it captures the 
hospitable warmth and inner 
glow characteristic of the 
culture that produced it. It is 
a remarkable example of 
French-Louisiana 
archi­ 
tecture of the 1830-50 period. 


A tour road winds through 
the park, located off St. 
Bernard Highway, about six 
miles from the heart of New 
Orleans.

No Job Market 
For Entomologists 


PITTSBURGH (UPI) - 
Spiders are Robert Snet- 
singer’s first love, but he’s 
had to settle for flies, ticks 
and mites. 
“As an undergraduate I 
was interested in studying 
and classifying spiders,” the 
49-year-old scientist said. “I 
even wrote my master’s 
thesis on the classification of 
spiders. But there wasn’t 
much of a job market for 
spider experts.” 
So Snetsinger, an en­ 
tomologist at Pennsylvania 
State University in State 
College, is now an expert on 
mushroom flies. He helps 
control 
the 
pests 
that 
otherwise would gobble up 
mushrooms 
before 
they 
could adorn your steak. 
And Snetsinger’s done re­ 
search on ticks and mites. 
“When it came time for 


me to work on my Ph.D. 
thesis at the University of 
Illinois, I chose the clover 
mite,” he said. Clover mites, 
a leading pest after World 
War II during the suburban 
housing boom, feed on grass 
and clover, but also invade 
homes. 
“Even entomologists find 
there has to be a practical 
application for their work,” 
Snetsinger said. 
“Govern­ 
ment and universities want 
people with a practical 
expertise and working with 
pests 
increases 
the 
likelihood of -employment.” 
Pennsylvania is the mush­ 
room capital of the United 
States, producing nearly 60 
per cent of the nation’s crop. 
The need to control phorids 
and sciarids, flies that feed 
on mushrooms, attracted 
Snetsinger, who saw it “as a 
practical appication” of his 
expertise. 
He’s now one of the 
nation’s leading authorities 
on the pests. 
“I’ve been working on con­ 
trolling mushroom 
flies 
since 1960,” Snetsinger said. 
“I and other entomologists 
at Penn State feel we have 
found a pretty good program 
for controlling the sciarids,” 
he said. 
“Now we have to receive 
clearance from the Environ­ 
mental Protection Agency 
before we can make the 
program 
available 
to 
growers,” he said. 
“The 
program is preventive in 
nature and involves the 
application 
of 
organic 
phosphate 
outside 
the 
buildings where mushrooms 
are grown. 
“The 
program 
involves 
sanitation procedures — 
removing used compost or

Washing the skin will help 
only if done within 
15 
minutes after exposure to 
the plants However, washing 
clothes and pets is very 
im portant 
because 
the 
poison can stay on exposed 
surfaces for days. Common 
folklore about spreading the 
itch by touching the fluid 
from a poison ivy blister is 
false. However, a person can 
infect other parts of his or 
another’s body if he has the 
poison on his hands. 
Anywhere from six hours 
to IO days after exposure, 
itching, rashes and blisters 
can develop, som etimes 
accompanied 
by 
more 
serious symptoms. Some 
cases can be treated by cold 
water compresses, calamine 
lotion and some other proven 
lotions but some cases need 
medical attention. 
Itching and ignorance may 
drive people to try false, 
unproven cures ranging 
from turpentine to household 
ammonia. Such treatment 
may cause skin problems of 
its own and makes it easier 
for infection to enter. 


Ivy 


is the best way to prevent 
problems. Poison ivy and 
poison oak both have three 
distinctive leaves on each 
stalk. Poison ivy has smooth 
leaves; poison oak’s are 
jagged. 
During dry weather or in 
the fall, both types can have 
yellow or red leaves. Both 
will grow as vines or low 
shrubs and can intermingle 
with harmless plants. Only 
poison ivy may have white 
berries in the late summer. 
Poison sumac primarily is 
found in the eastern U.S. It 
likes damp places best and 
can form a shrub a few in­ 
ches to several feet high. Its 
main characteristic is 12 or 
13 leaves paired on either 
side of a stalk that sometime 
is red-ribbed. The 13th leaf 
will occur at the end of the 
stalk. Not all sumac species

If you’re willing to do a 
little extra work now, you 
can save yourself a lot of 
work (and a lot of water) 
through the coming summer 
months. Using a mulch in 
your garden will reduce 
garden maintenance. 
Mulches can be used in 
your garden, in flower beds, 
and around shrubs and trees. 
One of the major benefits 
of a mulch is that it helps to 
conserve 
soil 
m oisture, 
thereby reducing the need to 
w ater 
as 
much 
or 
as 
frequently as you are ac­ 
customed to doing. Mulches 
conserve soil moisture by 
lowering soil temperature 
and by reducing evaporation 
by sun and wind. Another 
major benefit of a mulch is 
weed control. 
Mulches 
prevent 
soil 
packing and crusting due to 
rain or irrigation. Mulches 
cause cooler soil, which 
favors root development 
during hot weather. If the 
mulch is organic in nature, it 
can be turned into the soil 


after the garden is finished, 
thus adding nutrients and 
m uch-needed 
o rganic 
matter to the soil. 
A mulch should be light­ 
weight and easily penetrated 
by water and air. Around 
home, you have a very cheap 
source of plant material 
which will serve quite well 
as a mulch for temporary 
use situations. Grass clip­ 
pings are available every 
time you mow the lawn. 
You should let the grass 
clippings dry for a couple of 
days before using them in 
your plant beds. Green plant 
materials and raw manure 
can cause damage to some 
plants due to the heat 
generated during decom­ 
position. 


Sawdust and cotton burrs 
can 
cause 
nitrogen 
deficiency in the plants. If 
you use these materials, it 
wouldn’t hurt to add about a 
cup of high nitrogen fer­ 
tilizer per IOO square feet of 
planting bed space.

The most frequent plants 
attacked 
by

include tomatoes, peppers, 
spinach, beets and beans. 
Control of leaf miners is 
often difficult and two to 


not always get the itching, 
rash and blisters common to 
poison ivy attacks. The plant 
has to be bruised to release 
the poison but it does not 
take much of a bump to 
release it. 
The poison also can be 
picked up from clothing or 
pets 
that have 
rubbed 
against the plants. Trickier 
cases of exposure to the 
three plants’ poison occur 
when people come in contact 
with the smoke of the bur­ 
ning plants or they get the 
itch from shoelaces that 
have brushed the plants. 
Avoiding poisonous plants 


Leaf Miners often cause 
severe 
problems for the 
home gardener. They are the 
immature stage or maggots 
of sm all 
flies. 
Several 
species of leaf miners will 
attack vegetables in the 
home garden. 


The adult fly lays its eggs 
in plant leaves. The eggs are 
deposited between the upper 
and lower surface of the leaf. 
Upon hatching, the maggots 
begins to feed on the tissue of 
the leaf Damage appears as 
slender, 
white, 
winding 
trails 
throughout 
the 
in­ 
fested leaves. As the leaf 
m iner 
grows, 
the 
trail 
becomes wider. When ap­ 
proaching maturity some 
species eat out a widened 
area which will appear as 
blister-like blotches on the 
leaves. 


three applications of an 
insecticide 
are 
usually 
necessary to get control. 
Treatment should be applied 
as soon as pests first appear 
on the foliage. Insecticides

Poison ivy pops up in 
Texas cities as well as the 
country.

Orchids Provide Biologists 
With Evolutionary Clues

SANTA BARBARA. Calif. 
(UPI) — Orchids, among the 
most delicate and beautiful 
flowers 
in 
the 
plant 
kingdom, are giving one 
r e s e a r c h 
b i o l o g i s t 
significant clues to the 
evolutionary process. 
Juergen 
Schrenk 
of 
University of California, 
Santa Barbara, says orchids 
are the youngest family 
group among the world’s 
flora but they are evolving 
rapidly. 
“Their genetic gates have 
yet to be closed,” he said. 
“As a result, they represent 
a splendid system to study 
evolution.” 
Schrenk, discoverer of 
new natural orchid hybrids 
on Majorca and in the 
Maritime Alps, the Sierra 
and the Rockies, said or­ 
chids hybridize so quickly 
that only five years ago, it 
was believed there were 
25,000 species. Now, he said, 
there 
are 
about 
30,000 
species. 
“Hou can see changes in a 
decade or so in the wild. No 
group of higher organisms 


can do that. Most are too 
rigid.” 
He said scientists have no 
chance to see anything 
evolve 
among 
higher 
organisms because of the 
length of time between 
generations. At best, he said, 
“We can see only trends.” 
New 
orchids 
are 
discovered frequently, not 
only because new areas of 
the globe are being more 
thoroughly investigated, but 
because the delicate flowers 
hybridize so easily. 
“Most prefer tropical rain 
forests,” he said, “but some 
of them really start to 
establish themselves in man­ 
made habitats and the 
number 
is 
continuously 
growing.” 
Although orchids are most 
common on mainland areas, 
some are found on oceanic 
islands and their presence is 
due to a series of unlikely 
events. The seeds of their 
ancestors migrated on the 
winds over thousands of 
miles of salt water, found 
just the right kind of soil, 
with the right kind of fungi.

“Orchids are a good in­ 
dicator as to whether an 
island is oceanic or was once

Schrenk said. “They are 
poor pioneers. So there are 
far fewer species on oceanic 
islands than on other islands. 
On the mainland, species 
may 
number 
in 
the 
thousands.” 
Hawaii, he said, has only 
three native species. “But 
several southeast Asian 
species were introduced for 
ornamental reasons and 


they’ve gone wild. Some 
parts are just solid with 
orchids.” 


An orchid native to the 
central European forest, 
called Helleboriae, was 
accidentally introduced to 


the east coast of the United 
States 
and has 
spread 
throughout the continent. 
“They are thought of as a 
delicate tropical or hot house 
plant,” he said, “but they 
are 
found 
almost 
everywhere from the Arctic 
Circle to Death Valley, 
which, incidentally has two 
native species.”

The following ten safety 
precautions should not be too 
burdensome to consider 
when mowing: 
1. Wear leather shoes and 
long pants while mowing. It 
may be hot, but such attire 
can 
prevent 
severe 
lacerations from a flying 
object, or can 
prevent 
serious injury if your foot 
gets too close to the blades. 
Wearing golf shoes should 
prevent slipping. 
2. Carefully check the area 
in front of the mower to 
avoid running over rocks, 
sticks or toys. Such objects 
can be shot out of the mower 
at very high speeds, possibly 
breaking windows, putting 
out eyes or causing severe 
lacerations. 
3. Keep pets and children 
well away from the area 
being mowed—a kid or dog 
chasing a ball near a lawn 
mower can be disastrous! 
Don’t allow (or tell) young 
children to mow—there are 
far safer ways to teach them 
the value of work. 
Nor 
should you doublehead or 
allow youngsters on riding 
mowers. 
4. Don’t mow when the 
grass is wet—it’s damaging 
to the grass, and you’re 


more likely to slip, par­ 
ticularly on slopes. Wet 
grass clogs the blade and 
discharge 
chute, 
which 
causes 
problems. 
W’ith 
electric mowers, electrical 
shock is a possibility.

5. Mow slopes sideways, 
rather than up and down. It s 
easier and you’re less likely 
to slip. Also, push the mower 
rather than pulling it back­ 
wards. It’s too easy to pull a 
mower over your foot if you 
slip down while pulling the 
mower backwards. 
6. Never leave a running 
lawn mower unattended, or 
it becomes an accident 
looking for a place to hap­ 
pen. 
7. Don't try to unclog the 
mower with sticks, hands or 
feet while the mower is 
running. Shut 
the engine 
down and disconnect the 
spark plug wire. (Careful! 
Tile engine is hot!) Unplug 
electric mowers. 
8. Always disconnect the 


spark plug wire or unplug 
electric 
m owers 
before 
working on the blade. Lawn 
mower engines are like 
automobiles-turning 
the 
blade (hand-cranking) can 
start the engine. 
9. Kill the gas tank before 
starting to mow and don't try 
to refuel a hot engine and 
never 
refuel 
a 
running 
mower. Gasoline vapors are 
too easily ignited. If you run 
out of gas before you finish 
mowing, take a break while 
the 
engine 
cools—then 
refuel. 
10. Keep the lawn mower 
in good working order—all 
nuts, bolts, 
wheels and 
handles securely tightened 
and the blade well shat 
pened

Shrubs 
Can Be 
Layered 


Do you have a choice 
shrub that you would like to 
share with neighbors or 
friends? 
Why 
not 
try 
layering it. 
This is a simple and sure 
method 
of 
propagating 
plants that requires no 
special skill or equipment. 
Many of the shrubs with a 
weeping 
growth 
habit 
reproduce themselves by tip 
layering. Others will do so 
with a little help from their 
friend, the homeowner. 
To start, take a pliable 
shoot 
of 
the 
previous 
season’s growth and bend it 
to the ground. At a point 
eight to ten inches from the 
tip, rebend the shoot into a 
U. Don’t worry if you injure 
or even break the wood. 
Bark wounding will hasten 
rooting. A cut made partly 
through the shoot will help in 
bending. 
The shoot tip 
beyond the bent up portion 
becomes the future new 
plant. 
Next, make a shallow hole 
or simply a slit in the 
ground. Insert the bottom of 
the bent shoot into the hole 
with at least three inches of 
the tip above ground. Anchor 
the shoot to the ground with 
a stone or peg, and cover the 
wounded portion with soil. 
Firm the soil lightly and 
keep it moist as with any 
other new transplant. 
The layered shoot will 
continue to grow as nothing 
had happened. Chances are 
good that the leaves won’t 
even droop. Some time must 
pass, though, before the new 
plant developes enough roots 
to be cut from the parent and 
moved to a new location. 
Forsythias, 
viburnums, 
cotoneasters 
and 
many 
others are ready to remove 
and transplant die following 
spring 
Rhododendrons, 
azaleas and similar species 
may 
require 
a 
second 
growing 
season 
before 
enough roots form to allow 
transplanting.
